Well-known Edmonton diving 
coach Trevor Palmatier has 
been arrested for alleged sex¬ 
ual-related offences in B.C. 

Edmonton police arrested 
the 43-year-old Wednesday 
after working with the Saanich 
Police Department since infor¬ 
mation came to light in March, 
EPS Det. Nicole Chapdelaine, 
with the Child Protection Sec¬ 
tion, said Thursday. 

According to the Saanich Po¬ 
lice Department, Palmatier has

been charged with two counts 
of sexual exploitation and one 
count of procuring the sexual 
services of a person under 18, 
following two complainants 
coming forward. 

Saanich police said the 
Crown approved charges based 
on information provided by 
one of the complainants, a teen- 
aged male who alleges Palmati¬ 
er had sexual contact with him 
in Victoria between 2004 and 
2006. “Given Mr. Palmatier has 


been a diving coach in Edmon¬ 
ton since 2008, the Edmonton 
Police Service Child Protection 
Section has concerns there 
may be other complainants in 
Edmonton who have yet to con¬ 
tact police,” said Chapdelaine. 

Palmatier has worked as a 
diving coach in the Edmonton 
area since 2008. He owns the 
Edmonton Diving Academy, 
which operates under the 
name Big Dog Diving. 

Palmatier coached for 10 
years at the Saanich Com¬ 
monwealth Place in the Vic¬ 
toria area until 2007 and was 
previously employed as a div¬ 
ing coach with the Vancouver 
Aquatic Centre. 

Chapdelaine said incidents 
such as this are very concern¬ 
ing. “These individuals are in a 
position of authority and trust,” 
she said. “They can have a lot of 
influence over these kids, so it 
is concerning.”

Edmonton, Shaw 
looking at big 
expansion of the 
city’s free public 
Wi-Fi service 

Edmontonians could 
have free Wi-Fi service in 
parks, LRT stations and 
other public places under 
a proposal going to city 
council next week. 

Under the proposed 
deal, Shaw communica¬ 
tions would spend 
$16 million to create 
a Wi-Fi network using 
city facilities and street 
lights. The city’s Wire¬ 
less Edmonton network 
currently operates with a 
much smaller footprint. 

“It is a significant 
expansion in terms of free 
access to Wi-Fi in the city. 
That’s sort of why we’re 
doing it,” said city man¬ 
ager Simon Farbrother. 

In the agreement, 

Shaw will install Wi-Fi in 
63 city-owned facilities, 18 
libraries, 15 LRT stations 
and on top of 890 street 
light poles to provide 
service in public places. 

The city estimates it 
will spend about $540,000 
working with Shaw on 
the project, but that is the 
only civic contribution. 

The city is also not pro¬ 
hibited from partnering 
with other companies. 

Farbrother said the 
system will work on LRT 
platforms, but trains will 
be harder. 

“We know that it’ll 
work in the station; it is 
more robust technology 
to have it work in the ac¬ 
tual trains. They are going 
to be working on that,” 
he said. 

Shaw did not want to 
comment until the matter

No more provincial 
achievement tests 


Phasing out. 

Association heads 
welcome new Student 
Learning Assessments

Students in Alberta will 
no longer write provincial 
achievement tests, the govern¬ 
ment announced Thursday. 

The decades-old pencil- 
and-paper tests will be re¬ 
placed by Student Learning 
Assessments, which will be 
administered digitally at the 
start of Grades 3, 6 and 9. 


The new tests will main¬ 
tain a focus on literacy and 
numeracy and allow teach¬ 
ers and parents to identify a 
child’s strengths and areas for 
improvement over the course 
of the school year, Education 
Minister Jeff Johnson said at 
Oliver School on Thursday. 

“It treats parents as true 
partners in the education sys¬ 
tem,” he said. 

Phasing out the old tests 
will take place over the next 
three years, beginning with 
Grade 3 students, who will 
write a pilot of the new assess¬ 
ments in September 2014. 

The presidents of the Al¬ 
berta Teachers Association 
and the Alberta School Boards 
Association attended the an¬ 


nouncement and welcomed 
the axing of the traditional 
tests and introduction of a 
new form of assessment. 

“If we get this right, it’s 
going to be veiy valuable for 
teachers,” said Carol Hender¬ 
son, president of the ATA. 

After the announcement, 
Stephanie Zawadulc, a Grade 
8 student at Oliver School, 
asked Johnson why the 
changes to the Grade 9 tests 
couldn’t come into effect any 
sooner. 

“I’m in Grade 8 right now, 
and PATs are a stresser even 
now,” she said. “It’s just some¬ 
thing that you think about.” 

In addition to lowering stu¬ 
dent stress, the new tests may 
also hamper efforts by organ-

The Edmonton Public School 
Board may axe consultants 
and cosmetic school mainten¬ 
ance as the district works to 
combat a $53 million budget 
shortfall. 

There may not be money 
for any maintenance above 
and beyond keeping staff and 
students safe, said Edmonton 
Public School Board Chair 
Sarah Hoffman on Thursday. 

“Schools that were hoping 
to maybe do some painting 
or purchase new desks or do 
other things to improve the 
quality of the physical build¬ 
ing, a lot of that is probably 
going to have to go next year,” 
she said. 

“The maintenance staff 
that we will be able to main¬ 
tain in our district, will be 
really focusing in on absolute 
safety of students and staff,” 
said Superintendent Edgar 
Schmidt during a teleconfer¬ 
ence for parents regarding the 
board’s budget this week.

EIA boasts 
newer, taller 
control tower 

Edmonton International 
Airport will be controlling 
air traffic via a brand new 
tower, and announced 
Thursday that it’s offi¬ 
cially up and running. 

The 48-metre structure 
replaces a 40-year-old tow¬ 
er, which was four metres 
shorter and had 50 per 
cent less floor space. 

“The Central Tower 
creates a distinctive new 
landmark and a dramatic 
icon for both Edmonton 
International Airport 
(EIA) and the Capital 
Region. 

“But it’s not just 
nice to look at, it was 
needed,” said Reg Milley, 
EIA President and Chief 
Executive Officer, in a 
release, metro 



Arena grant backed 
by regional board 


Province unsure. 

Minister says 
guidelines are still 
being worked out

Edmonton moved a small 
step closer to filling the fund¬ 
ing gap for the downtown 
arena, but the province was 
non-committal on whether a 
new grant program could be 
used to fund the project. 

The city asked for and re¬ 
ceived the support of the Cap¬ 
ital Region Board to apply for 
$25 million in funding spread 
over three years. 


The board voted 17-7 to 
support the application, 
which is the narrowest pos¬ 
sible margin because the 
board’s voting model requires 
motions to have a two-thirds 
majority. 

The regional collaboration 
program the city applied to 
was expanded in the spring 
budget and is generally de¬ 
signed for projects where 
more than one community 
will benefit. 

Following the vote, Mayor 
Stephen Mandel said it was a 
good step forward, but by no 
means a solution to the pro¬ 
ject’s funding problems. 

“It’s a letter of support for 
an application we are making 
under this program,” he said. 
“This doesn’t guarantee us 
anything other than the sup-

port of the region.” 

The grant would still leave 
the city short, but Mandel 
said they are exploring other 
possible options. 


Municipal Affairs Minister 
Doug Griffiths said the grant 
program is so new that the 
province is still working out 
guidelines. 

“We always welcome ap¬ 
plications so they are wel¬ 
come to apply and we will see 
what happens after the pro¬ 
gram is finished its review,” 
he said. 

Griffiths said it would 
be several weeks or even 
months before the province 
could respond to any grant 
application, but he said the 
support of the board would 
work in the city’s favour. 

“There is no doubt that 
when a massive group of mu¬ 
nicipalities come together to 
tell us about their priorities 
that it carries a lot of weight 
with us.”

PERCEPTION CLASHES WITH 
REALITY FOR TEEN MOMS

Karen Mottershead, execu¬ 
tive director of Terra Centre, 
can sum up societal stereo¬ 
types of teen moms with a 
single anecdote: 

Earlier this month, two of 
the 600 mothers the centre 
helps were riding a bus to 
school, when, Mottershead 
says, the driver saw their 
fresh faces and baby strollers 
and accused them of using 
stolen bus passes. 

What he didn’t know is 
the school was set up by Terra 
with childcare services for 
girls like them. “His percep¬ 
tion is, ‘You’re a teen mom, 
you can’t possibly be going to 
school and you can’t possibly 
afford a bus pass,”’ explains 
Mottershead, whose 40-year- 
old organization offers teen 
parents outreach programs. 

She says there’s an inspir¬ 


ing side to their stories that 
society rarely sees, that often 
their babies are the single 
best things to happen in 
their lives. “There are many 
teen parents who’ve had a lot 
of life challenges and having 
an early pregnancy is often 
the impetus for them to take 
a look at their lives and say, 
‘OK, now is the time to do 
something different.’” 

This weekend, tea shops 
will be overcrowded, florists 
will be overwhelmed and 
headlines will rush you to 
the mall with “Last minute 
Mother’s Day gifts.” We’ll 
make a special toast to single 
moms, “mompreneurs” and 
military moms, but will any¬ 
one raise a Shirley Temple for 
teen moms? 

It might seem laughable 
to call an end to the stereo¬ 
types the same week that 
the world’s most famous 
teen mom, 16 & Pregnant 
“star” Farrah Abraham, 
was revealed to have made 
$1.5 million off porn. 


But the common picture 
of teen mothers as wholly 
inadequate really is cartoon- 
ish. Many just need extra 
support to finish school, find 
full-time work, go to college, 
amend relationships with 
their parents and become 
better parents themselves. 

Before the sexual revo¬ 
lution, the stigma of teen 
pregnancy had less to do 
with the baby and more to do 
with being unwed. The over¬ 
whelming majority of those 
mothers gave their babies 
up for adoption, which is 
the inverse of today’s reality. 
However, the new stigma is 
less sexual shame than it is 
stupidity — both for getting 
pregnant and keeping the 
baby. 

These were highlighted in 
recent New York bus stop ads 
featuring toddlers pointing 
out their future parents’ in¬ 
adequacies with such comic 
sans-font messages as: I’m 
twice as likely not to gradu¬ 
ate high school because you 


had me as a teen. 

“When the community 
sees them as incapable, that 
continues to erode at their 
self-esteem and their confi¬ 
dence,” says Mottershead. 

When it comes to stereo¬ 
types, she has heard them all. 
Teen parents can’t hold down 
a job, they party all the time 
and (her personal favourite) 
they get pregnant for the 
welfare cheques. 

These stereotypes aren’t 
harmless. A 1993 Adoles¬ 
cence journal article cited 
teen moms as no more likely 
to be abusive to their chil¬ 
dren than older mothers, yet 
more likely to be reported 
for maltreatment that’s later 
deemed false. 

It’s assumptions like these 
that do the most damage, 
says Mottershead. “The com¬ 
munity doesn’t understand 
that these young parents 
want something no different 
than what we want for our 
kids and they’re highly mo¬ 
tivated to do that.” 


North LRT on track for 2014 opening 



The 3.3 kilometre LRT exten¬ 
sion from Churchill Station 
to NAIT is on schedule to be¬ 
come fully operational by next 
spring, says the city. 

The $755-million project, 
now also known as the Metro 
Line, is in its final construc¬ 
tion season. This time around, 
however, it won’t need total 
road closures, something that 
irked drivers in previous years. 

“A lot of the major road 
closures that were needed 
for the project were done last 
year,” said Program Manager 
Brad Smid. “But that’s not to 
say there won’t be disruptions 


or partial closures.” 

When completed, the 
Metro Line will connect two 


major hospitals in the Royal 
Alexandra and University of 
Alberta Hospitals. It will also 


link Edmonton’s three major 
post-secondary institutions in 
NAIT, MacEwan and the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta. 

The project represents a 
doorway into future LRT pro¬ 
jects as well. “The Metro Line 
will be a precursor for a future 
LRT expansion to northwest 
Edmonton and St. Albert,” said 
Smid. “That extension is cur¬ 
rently being reviewed by city 
council.” 

The new leg of Edmon¬ 
ton’s LRT line is projected to 
increase weekday ridership 
by 13,200 passengers.

people a chance to share their 
art with others.” 

The small gallery was set 
up May 5, and will be open 
until the end of next week. At 
that time, Land said staff will 
collect new artwork for two 
or three more showcases this 
year. 

Many of the artists are 


anonymous, while some use 
nicknames or fully disclose 
their identity. 

Kevan Lyons, known as 
‘The Poet’ at Churchill Square 
because he sits there and 
writes day after day, has poetry 
on display. 

The 62-year-old spent 15 
months on the streets due 


to addiction, and said poetiy 
helped him heal — and he 
hopes it can help others too. 

“(The libraiy) is a place to 
go, to connect with others,” he 
said. “This is a great opportun¬ 
ity to show — and get — in¬ 
spiration.” 

Within a year, the libraiy 
would like to create a Maker- 


space, said Land, where cus¬ 
tomers can access informa¬ 
tion and tools — such as video 
game consoles, video editing 
equipment and musical instru¬ 
ments — for creative projects. 

“It would be expanding this 
and bringing in different tech¬ 
nologies that will allow people 
to create in the libraiy.”

Policeplan 
tobeefu 
their staff 

The Edmonton Police service 
is looking to add 239 bodies 
to its ranks over the next five 
years, according to a report 
going to council next week. 

Stemming from a request 
councillors made at budget 
time last year, the report 
outlines the force’s plan 
to increase staffing levels, 
adding about 35 positions a 
year to accommodate growth 
in the city. They would also 
want to add 64 positions for 
new facilities and to help 
target priority areas. The 239 
included sworn officers and 
civilian staff. 

Lisa Jimmo with the 
force’s office of strategy 
management said the type 
of new positions would vaiy 
year-to-year. 

“We need a mix of both 
types and depending on the 
priority of the positions in 
any given year we’ll deter¬ 
mine whether they are sworn 
or non-sworn,” she said. 

Jimmo said there has 
been inconsistency over the 
last number of years in how 
many new positions the 
service could add, and they 
hope this report will help 
address that. 

“Council wanted to see 
staffing plans that would 
show a longer-term plan and 
that’s what this plan is do¬ 
ing,” Jimmo said. 

There are currently about 
1,500 officer and 500 civilian 
staff with the police service.

Badminton. Kai 

Dan has won an 
unprecedented 5 CCAA 
titles and now has 
Olympic aspirations 


Six years ago, Kai Dan arrived 
in Edmonton from China for 
an education and a chance to 


continue playing badminton. 

Today, he graduates from 
NAIT as the most successful 
athlete in the school’s history. 

Dan, now 24, was named 
Canadian Collegiate Athlet¬ 
ics Association (CCAA) Men’s 
Badminton Player of the Year 
last February for the second 
time. He followed that up by 
winning his record-setting 
fifth CCAA title just a few 
days later. No other athlete 


has ever done that in any 
sport. 

“(At) about 10, my dad 
grabbed me a racket and we 
started playing. And now I’m 
here,” Dan said. 

He compared coming to 
Canada to when he moved 
1,800 kilometres away from 
home to play badminton at 13. 

Dan now has to decide if 
he should compete for Can¬ 
ada at the Olympics. If he 


were to do that he’d have to 
give up his Chinese citizen¬ 
ship, which would require 
him to get a visa anytime he 
visited his parents. 

He would also have to de¬ 
vote time to training, delaying 
plans for starting a career. 

Dan, however, seems up 
to the challenge. “I’d love to 
compete for Canada. I love it 
here.”

Who’s got 2 wheels and is 
about to get ribbed? 
Edmonton cops on Segways 


They have two wheels, weigh 
105 pounds, cost about $7,000 
and can travel up to 38 kilo¬ 
metres on a single charge. 

And the Edmonton Police 
Service has purchased six of 
them. 

Segways, the self-balancing 
vehicles used by eveiyday cit¬ 
izens and law enforcement 
agencies across North America, 
will be driven by officers on 
city sidewalks beginning next 
week. 

The Segway Police Patrollers 
are equipped with bells and red 
and blue lights and will help 
officers be visible and respond 
to emergencies quicker than if 
they were on foot, according to 
police.

perial College London in the 
U.K. told Metro. 

No stranger to contro¬ 
versy — Nutt was fired as 
government adviser for 
claiming ecstasy is as safe 
as horse riding — he is set 
to push the boundaries with 
the first trial of magic mush¬ 
rooms to treat depression. 

Research has shown 
that psilocybin, the active 
ingredient in mushrooms, 


dampens the brain’s anter¬ 
ior cingulate cortex, which 
is overactive in depression 
sufferers. Trials will target 
the most severe cases. “The 
hypothesis is lasting bene¬ 
fits for people who have not 


responded to interventions,” 
says Nutt. If the treatment 
seems radical, the professor 
argues it is proportionate. 
“Depression is the largest 
cause of disability in Europe, 
and only two-thirds of people 


get well. The rest are out of 
work and can’t cope — we 
have to try everything.” 

But despite a rigorous at¬ 
tachment to evidence, Nutt 
admits he is fighting a cru¬ 
sade and wants to “tap into 


a reservoir” of hard drugs 
in clinical practice. “It’s a 
campaign for the liberation 
of science — drug laws have 
censored research in this 
field for 60 years. I think it’s 
the worst censorship since 
the Catholic Church stopped 
Galileo using his telescope.” 

Psilocybin and other 
mind-altering drugs are be¬ 
coming popular solutions to 
a broad spectrum of mental 
health issues. A 2012 study 
found that ecstasy chemical 
MDMA had a lasting impact 
on post-traumatic stress dis¬ 
order. Norwegian academics 
recently found that LSD im¬ 
proved misuse rates in 59 per 
cent of alcoholics. 

“LSD seems to help 
people see their problems in 
a different light, to give new 
insights into their problems 
... and to make a strong reso¬ 
lution to discontinue their 
drinking,” said psychologist 
Pal Johansen.

These days, going to a mu¬ 
seum in London, Ont. can feel 
like entering a whole new di¬ 
mension. 

Museum London has gone 
3D — turning to the latest 
craze in printing to recreate 
historical artifacts. 

Right now, the work’s be¬ 
ing doing on, quite literally, a 
miniature scale. 

Select objects in the 
museum’s London Works: 
Labouring in the Forest City 
exhibit have been replicated 


on a 3D printer and turned 
into miniatures of the real ex¬ 
hibit pieces. 

When school groups come 
for tours, they’re able to 
touch the pieces. 

“It’s a way to engage with 
the students that come to vis¬ 
it so they can actually handle 


these 3D replicas. Whereas, 
they couldn’t handle some¬ 
thing that was behind glass,” 
said Steve Mavers, the mu¬ 
seum’s education curator. 

While Museum London 
has only started testing the 
waters, others have already 
taken the 3D printing plunge. 


The Smithsonian, for ex¬ 
ample, made at least one full- 
size rendition of its Thomas 
Jefferson bust, allowing other 
museums to borrow the work 
for displays, Mavers said. 

The possibilities — ran¬ 
ging from completely recreat¬ 
ing artifacts once considered

lost to repairing those that 
have been damaged — are 
endless, the curator said.

“Historians have often 
worked under conditions of 
scarcity, but digital technolo¬ 
gies are making things more 
accessible,” he said.

War on drugs. Brazil 
introduces new rehab 
funding for crack users 


Memorial. Cemetery 
denies request from 
rapper's family to 
inscribe headstone with 
profanity-laced lyrics 


Commissioners at a Massachu¬ 
setts cemetery have said no to 
profanity on headstones. 

Sonny Santiago, 23, was a 
rapper who died in a car crash 
in February. Commissioners at 
Pine Grove Cemeteiy in Lynn 
this week unanimously re¬ 
jected his family’s request to 
inscribe his gravestone with a 
song verse that included pro¬ 
fanity. 

The commission became 
aware of the language when 
the company inscribing the 
three-foot-tall memorial sub¬ 
mitted drawings to commis¬ 
sioners. 

Pine Grove Cemeteiy regu¬ 
lations posted online state 
that “the cemetery office must 
approve all inscription work

Brazil’s most populous and 
wealthiest state expanded its 
attack on crack cocaine abuse 
on Thursday by unveiling a pro¬ 
gram that will provide about 
$650 a month in subsidies for 
the rehabilitation of addicts at 
private treatment centres. 

In announcing the pro¬ 
gram, Sao Paulo State Gov¬ 
ernor Geraldo Alckmin said 
the money will be earmarked 
monthly for each crack user 
aged 18 or more who voluntar¬ 
ily enrolls in a rehabilitation 
program that is expected to get 


under way in two months, in 
11 cities. 

The state will give the 
money to accredited rehabili¬ 
tation centres when clients 
present a Begin Again card 
they receive after enrolling in 
a program. The cards are valid 
for six months, the time con¬ 
sidered necessaiy for rehabili¬ 
tation. 

Alckmin said that each of 
the 11 cities in the program 
will decide the criteria that 
determine if drug users are eli¬ 
gible.

Vietnamese take to sea 
again for a better life

Nearly 40 years after hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of Viet¬ 
namese fled the countiy’s 
Communist regime by boat, 
a growing number are taking 
to the water again. 

This year alone, 460 Viet¬ 
namese men, women and 
children have arrived on Aus¬ 
tralian shores — more than 
in the last five years com¬ 
bined. The unexpected spike 
is drawing fresh scrutiny of 
Hanoi’s deteriorating human- 
rights record, though Viet¬ 
nam’s flagging economy may 
also explain why migrants 
have been making the risky 
journey. 

The latest boat carrying 
Vietnamese cruised into Aus¬ 


tralia’s Christmas Island one 
morning last month, accord¬ 
ing to witnesses on the shore. 
The hull number showed it 
was a fishing vessel regis¬ 
tered in Kien Giang, a south¬ 
ern Vietnamese province 
more than 2,300 kilometres 
from Christmas Island, which 
is much closer to Indonesia 


than it is to the Australian 
mainland. 

Many Vietnamese who 
have reached Australia have 
been held incommunicado. 
The government doesn’t re¬ 
lease details about their reli¬ 
gion and place of origin with¬ 
in Vietnam, both of which 
might hint at why they are 


seeking asylum. 

Truong Chi Liem, 23, 
reached via telephone from 
the Villawood Immigration 
Detention Center on the out¬ 
skirts of Sydney, would not 
reveal details of his case but 
said, “I’d rather die here than 
be forced back to Vietnam.”

Politician found guilty of war crimes 


Atrocities. Top 

Islamic party member 
sentenced to death, 
triggering fears of 
another wave of 
deadly violence 


A Bangladesh tribunal con¬ 
victed a senior Islamic party 


politician on Thursday of 
atrocities stemming from 
the nation’s 1971 independ¬ 
ence war and sentenced 
him to death, triggering 
fears of another wave of 
deadly street violence be¬ 
tween supporters and secur¬ 
ity forces. 

The verdict against 
Muhammad Kamaruzza- 
man was the fourth verdict 
in Bangladesh’s war crimes 


tribunals since January. 
Dozens of people have been 
killed in the riots that fol¬ 
lowed the earlier cases. 

There were clashes in at 
least two cities on Thursday, 
but no immediate reports 
of injuries. In northwest¬ 
ern Rajshahi, police fired 
tear gas to disperse dozens 
of supporters of Kamaru- 
zzaman who tried to block 
roads and attack vehicles, 


private NTV television sta¬ 
tion reported. Protesters 
smashed several vehicles 
in northeastern Sylhet city, 
local police official Rezaul 
Karim said. 

Kamaruzzaman, 61, was 
convicted in a packed court¬ 
room of five counts of mass 
killings, rape, torture and 
kidnapping, Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Mahbubey Alam said.

Australia. Search on for 
couple believed to have 
fallen from cruise ship 


Authorities were con¬ 
ducting an air and marine 
search on Thursday off Aus¬ 
tralia’s east coast for two 
cruise passengers who were 
believed to have fallen over¬ 
board. 

The couple, Australian 
citizens from New South 
Wales state, were discov¬ 
ered missing Thursday 
morning after the Carnival 
Spirit docked at Sydney’s 
Circular Quay, at the end 
of a 10-day journey, said 
New South Wales Police 
Superintendent Mark 

Hutchings. 

He said surveillance cam¬ 
era footage showed that the 
couple — a 30-year-old man 
and a 26-year-old woman 
whose names have not been 
released — fell from the 
ship’s mid deck on Wednes¬ 
day night, when the ship 
was about 120 kilometres 
off the coast of Forster, a 
city 300 kilometres north of 
Sydney.

Bangladesh 


Death toll from 
factory collapse 
passes 1,000 

The death toll from a 
garment-factory building 
that collapsed more than 
two weeks ago outside 
the Bangladeshi capital 
has soared past 1,000. 

Officials say 1,021 
bodies have been re¬ 
covered from the rubble 
of the fallen factory 
building as of Friday 
morning. There was no 
sign of where the toll 
might finally settle as 
more bodies were being 
found, but it is already 
the world’s deadliest gar¬ 
ment-industry disaster.

An independent audit into 
dubious housing allowance 
claims by three senators did 
little Thursday to silence 
allegations of improper 
spending and coverup hang¬ 
ing over Canada’s much-ma¬ 
ligned upper chamber. 

Liberal Senate leader 
James Cowan said he wanted 
the committee looking into 
the controversy to ask police 
to investigate the housing 
claims by Conservative Sen.

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Lawmakers and White House officials meet to 
address sexual assault in the armed forces 


Epidemic. Legislators 
aim to strengthen 
existing U.S. laws, 
enact new policies 


Senior White House offi¬ 
cials met privately Thursday 


with a bipartisan group of 
lawmakers as growing out¬ 
rage over the armed forces’ 
handling of sexual assaults 
injected new energy into ef¬ 
forts to rewrite decades-old 
military laws. 

Senior aides to President 
Barack Obama met Thurs¬ 
day morning with 16 Re¬ 


publicans and Democrats 
from the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives and Senate — 14 
female lawmakers and two 
men. Obama has said he has 
no tolerance for the prob¬ 
lem and that the Pentagon 
must address it head-on. 

In a massive report re¬ 
leased Tuesday, the Penta¬ 


gon outlined how sexual 
assaults across the military 
are a worsening epidemic. 

The report emerged 
against a backdrop of scan¬ 
dals, including an ongoing 
investigation into more 
than 30 Air Force instruct¬ 
ors for assaults on trainees 
at a Texas base. And just 


days ago, the Air Force’s 
head of sexual-assault pre¬ 
vention was arrested on 
charges of groping a woman 
in a Virginia parking lot. 

In addition, lawmakers 
have decried an Air Force 
officer’s overturning of a 
jury’s guilty verdict in a 
sexual-assault case, which is 


allowed under military law. 

Several of the lawmakers 
at Thursday’s meeting have 
been at the forefront of the 
issue of sexual assault in 
the uniformed services and 
have introduced legislation 
in Congress that is suddenly 
moving quickly.

Patently ridiculous. 

The Mouse backs down 
after Latino activists mock 
its attempt to appropriate 
cultural holiday for film 


When Lalo Alcaraz learned this 
week that Disney was seeking 
to trademark Dia de los Muer- 
tos, the name of the tradition¬ 
al Day of the Dead celebrated 
by millions in Mexico and the 
U.S., the cartoonist had an 
idea. 

The trademark was for an 
animated movie by Disney and 
Pixar Animation Studios Inc. 
that is inspired by the holiday. 

The Los Angeles-based 
humorist created a movie post¬ 
er that quickly went viral of a 
skeletal Godzilla-sized Mickey

Airline to test ash-detection technology

A U.K. budget airline will create 
an artificial volcanic ash cloud 
over Europe this summer to 
test ash detection technology. 
The experiment aims to avoid 
the kind of chaos that para¬ 
lyzed the continent’s air traf¬ 
fic during eruptions in Iceland 
three years ago. 

Thursday’s announcement 
was made by easyjet, which 
acquired a ton of ash collected 
in Iceland by scientists in the 
months after the 2010 erup¬ 
tions for its test. Air travel was 


virtually suspended for days in 
Europe and millions of passen¬ 
gers were left stranded because 
of fears the ash cloud could dis¬ 
rupt plane engines. 

Easyjet PLC said it is work¬ 


ing on developing infrared 
technology fitted to planes that 
will feed images of an ash cloud 
to pilots and control operators 
on the ground.

Richard: Mark, Baz Luhrmann 
may be the perfect person to re¬ 
tell Jay Gatsby’s Roaring Twen¬ 
ties’ stoiy. Equally at home 
with razzle-dazzle and sub¬ 
stance, he captures the tone of 
the Jazz Age while still allowing 
the story’s deeper resonance to 
shine through the gloss. It’s eye 
candy, pure and simple, and yet 
the sense of doom that hangs 
over the beautiful and damned 
characters in the story is palp¬ 
able. Without it this would be 


just another story about pretty 
people doing pretty-people 
things. 

Mark: Richard, I approached 
this movie with some trepi¬ 
dation. Luhrmann is such an 
overwhelming director, and 
Fitzgerald’s book can be as 
delicate as chiffon. And for the 
first half hour, it seemed that 
the story would be swallowed 
up in crazed, hallucinogenic 
fantasias of swirling 3D vis¬ 
uals, not that there’s anything 
wrong with that. It’s amazing 
to watch. But then the movie 
settled down and captured the 
beautiful and tragic romance 
between Gatsby and Daisy, and 
became profoundly moving. 
The actors all play their parts 
well, but I have to say the film 
belongs to Carey Mulligan. You, 
Richard? 


RC: Absolutely. Daisy is one of 
Fitzgerald’s “bright precious 
things,” a hothouse flower 
and Mulligan has a face ca¬ 
pable of simultaneously 
showing great happiness and 
profound sadness, a duality 
that serves her character well. 
She effortlessly tosses off shal¬ 
low lines like, “Your life is 
adorable,” while digging deep 
to convey Daisy’s conflicted 
nature. 

MB: She’s exactly as I im¬ 
agined her when I first read 
the novel over 40 years ago. I 
wasn’t as sure about DiCaprio 
at first, but he grew on me. I 
loved the way Luhrmann took 
vintage movies of New York in 
the ’20s and colourized them, 
and then converted them to 
3D. There’s a scene that takes 
place on a rooftop patio over¬ 


looking Times Square that 
completely changed the way 
I imagined Manhattan of the 
past. But what did you think 
of the anachronistic score? 
Did you have an issue with it? 

RC: It’s probably my least fa¬ 
vourite part of the film. I get 
what Luhrmann was tiying to 
do, but here, unlike Moulin 
Rouge! it doesn’t really work. 
The Jazz Age Amy Winehouse 
song is OK, but the Jay-Z tune 
feels more like an attempt to 
sell soundtracks than serve 
the stoiy. 

MB: The film is sooooo superi¬ 
or to the 1974 Robert Redford/ 
Mia Farrow version that I will 
forgive him almost anything. 
People will come for the vis¬ 
uals, but they’ll leave touched 
by the stoiy. And the clothes.

Not exactly the kind of guy 
you want behind the wheel, 
but in Star Trek Into Darkness 
he is Sulu, the senior helms¬ 
man of the USS Enterprise. 

Harold and Sulu are as dif¬ 
ferent as the fans they attract. 

“They’re more sober,” says 
the actor of his Star Trek fans. 
“They call me John Cho. The 
Harold fans call me Harold. 

“Star Trek fans have been 
wonderful. I’ve been blown 
away by the variety — there 
are fans all over the world. 
There are fans of many genera¬ 
tions and they are thoughtful 
people. I was fearful of them. 
People worked me into a frenzy 



about how the fans might take 
a dislike to the things I did, but 
they’ve been veiy warm.” 

Interestingly, he didn’t con¬ 
sider himself a Star Trek fan 
when he signed on to take over 
for George Talcei in J.J. Abrams’ 
2009 reboot of the series. 

“When I was a kid I thought 
the original series looked goofy 
because of the velour and all 
that,” he says. “But when I was 
doing research for the first one 
I went back and watched them 
and I realized I had seen them 
all. I didn’t realize how much 


I had consumed over the years 
and how much I bleed it. 

“I think what I bleed about 
it as a kid is that it was overtly 
intellectual. They had a way of 
dealing with issues that didn’t 
speak its name. They talked 
about racism and poverty or 
whatever, but they perfected 
these worlds; an almost ster¬ 
ile environment in which you 
could discuss an issue.” 

Playing Sulu has earned 
him some new, unexpected 
fans. 

“I was at Griffith Park 
Observatoiy in L.A. with my 
family and we were going to 
see the big telescope and it was 
closed to the pubbe, but there 
was an astronomer in there 
who (recognized me) and he 
said, ‘Come on in. I became 
an astronomer because of Star 
Trek.’” 

As for the future of the 
series, Cho says, “(I’m) part of 
something bigger than your¬ 
self and it is a special feehng.” 

“I have a checkered past. 
I’m known as a stoner,” he 
says. “I’m a father now and 
I’d be happy to make more of 
these and have my kids watch 
them.”

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Raised from the dead, The Killing 
springs to life with more whodunits 



Television. Not long 
ago, it looked like the 
AMC show wouldn’t 
see a third season, 
but it has found a 
new lease on life 


Against all odds, The Killing 
lives. 

This AMC whodunit, 
which solved a tangled mur¬ 
der case — Who killed Rosie 
Larsen? — during two often 
gripping, sometimes exas¬ 
perating seasons, then was 
cancelled last July for low rat¬ 
ings, will rise from the dead 
for a welcome third season 
on June 2. 

With this new lease on 
life, it’s preserving one of 
TV’s most delicious acting 
duos — co-stars Mireille Enos 
and Joel Kinnaman — while 
also restoring the faith of Kin¬ 
naman, who, in an interview 
last June, when the future 
of the series seemed dim, 
declared he was planning to 
come back for another season 
even if he had to “go up there 
and shoot it myself.” 

That won’t be necessaiy. 
Veena Sud, who developed 
the series and has served as 
an executive producer, is 
back in charge, armed with 
a troubling new case for Ste¬ 
phen Holder, the glib, gangly 
Seattle homicide detective 
played so splendidly by Kin¬ 


naman. 

It’s a year later, and a 
year after homicide detective 
Sarah Linden, Holder’s glow¬ 
ering, pint-sized ex-partner, 
had left the force. 

Her nerves and dedication 
were shattered by the Larsen 
case, a gruesome drowning 
murder of a local teen. Linden 
is now a feriy worker, waving 
vehicles on and off the feriy 
at its Vashon Island landing 
on Puget Sound. 


But a serial killer she 
helped put away a couple of 
years before is nearing his 
execution date — even as 
similarly grisly murders have 
resumed in Seattle. Holder 
worries that the wrong man 
may have been convicted for 
those earlier crimes. 

Initially, Linden scoffs at 
Holder’s efforts at belated 
justice. 

“Not eveiy victim’s worth 
it,” she tells him glumly. “You 


start caring, you’ll end up like 
me, working minimum wage 
on a ferry.” 

What she isn’t saying (not 
yet, anyway): She, too, has 
been tormented by doubts 
that she collared the right 
man. 

How deeply will she be 
drawn into Holder’s frantic 
malce-good probe as time is 
running out for the convicted 
culprit? 

Meanwhile: How, if at all, 


is psycho-inmate Tom Seward 
(played chillingly by Peter 
Sarsgaard) linked to the rash 
of new murders of runaway 
teen girls? 

Serial murder isn’t the 
freshest idea for a TV crime 
drama (just in the past few 
months The Following and 
Hannibal have joined the 
fray). 

And by the way, why does 
The Killing keep killing teen¬ 
age girls? 


Back again 


This year reintroduces the 
irresistible Holder, a lovably 
scuzzy ex-narc and recover¬ 
ing addict who radiates a 
blend of hip-hop-spiked 
elan and fidgety insolence. 


• New/old character. 

These days, he seems to 
have it made: less scruffy 
than when last seen, pre¬ 
paring for the sergeant’s 
exam, with a perfect 
closure rate for his cases 
the past year and a cool 
girlfriend. Aglow with 
success, is he bucking 
for a setback? Will this 
case trigger it? In any 
case, Kinnaman steals 
every scene he's in, 
and, teamed with Enos' 
prickly, pushy Linden, 
they still crackle with 
the chemistry of siblings 
who bring out the best 
in each other, whatever 
the friction between 
them. 


Never mind. Judging from 
the two-hour premiere, The 
Killing could snag its audi¬ 
ence’s interest as the mystery 
unfolds. 

The premiere plants its 
share of provocative clues, in¬ 
cluding a grove of trees that 
keeps appearing in a child’s 
crayon drawings.

Production companies are always on the 
lookout for businesses to film. That’s how 
Pawn Stars came about. Brent Montgomeiy, 
the owner of production company Leftfield 
Pictures, was at a bachelor party in Las 
Vegas. The limousine he was in passed by a 
pawn shop and he came up with the idea of 
a reality show. Montgomeiy told his staff to 
find a family-owned pawn shop in Las Vegas. 
The producers found Rick Harrison of Gold 
& Silver Pawn Shop, who had already been 
pitching a reality show idea to other produ¬ 
cers. Harrison went with Leftfield Pictures, 
which sold the show to Histoiy. 


Many production companies accept pitches 
for reality shows. If a production company 
likes the idea, they will be able to bring 
it to networks. Do an online search for 
reality TV producers and call to see if they 
accept pitches. The Idea Factoiy, which has 
produced reality shows for Spike and Dis- 
coveiy, accepts pitches on the company’s 
website (tiftv.com). Darryl Silver, the owner 
of the Idea Factoiy, says that he usually first 
meets people who pitch shows through 
webcam chats. Silver usually asks what 
major events they expect to happen in the 
next year that could be filmed. 


Your business must be in good 
financial standing. No production 
company wants to start filming 
a show that centres around a 
business and then have it close 
down during filming. Production 
companies will check to make 
sure your business is on solid 
footing. 


Family-owned businesses are 
favoured by producers because 
it adds “an extra level of stoiy,” 
says Silver. Audiences love 
seeing people and relationships 
on TV that they can relate to. 
Duck Dynasty, which features 
a family-owned duck-call 
business, is the most watched 
documentaiy-style reality series 
on TV right now, according to 
Nielsen, which provides infor¬ 
mation and insight into what 
consumers watch and buy.

If Lady Antebellum has

&SEXY 

Humidity can be measured two ways 
— relatively or by dew point — but 
who needs percentages when frizzy 
hair is the best dead giveaway? 

This season’s most delectable 
hair trends, however, are seem¬ 
ingly without regard for humidity. 
Styles spotted on the runways rarely 
swayed from sleek, but how strands 
were tied ranged from tight knots 
(at Ralph Lauren and Givenchy) 
to simple braids (at Jason Wu and 
Marchesa) and low-slung ponytails 
(at Michael Kors and Jil Sander). 
The common theme among them 
was simplicity, with not a compli¬ 
cated up-do in sight. Therefore, rep¬ 
licating this season’s knotty trends 
should be a cinch — it’s beating the 
humidity and fighting off frizz that 
will take some technique. 

Using a wax to build hair’s 
defence against frizz before styling 
can work. Waxes both seal moisture 
in and prevent excess water from 
entering the hair cuticle, which 
is what ultimately causes strands 
to puff up and kink, no matter the 
season. 

Hair waxes are also known as 
pomade, styling creme, paste and 
whip. The degree of thickness de¬ 
pends on the percentage of other in¬ 
gredients added versus a base wax, 
like beeswax. Generally speaking, 
the finer your hair, the more viscous 
(watery) your pomade or wax 
should be. If you have thick, curly 
hair, a heavier wax would work best 
to hold your sleek top-knot in place 
all day. If you have fine, straight 
hair, pick a product more closely 
resembling a whip.

They offer 
dull and depleted hair protection against 
oxidative damage (when environmental 
factors cause your hair to lose protect¬ 
ive electrons to free radicals) and bring 
back plenty of healthy shine. You can 
find these vitamins by searching prod¬ 
uct labels for ingredients like apricot 
oil, pomegranate oil, argan oil, coconut 
oil, beta carotene, phytochemicals and 


grapeseed extract. Nourishing to all types 
of hair. 

PROTEIN MAIN (STRENGTH) 

Each strand of hair is comprised of three 
layers of proteins piled atop one another. 
When the second layer, the cuticle, is 
damaged, your hair becomes officially dry 
and damaged. 

A protein-rich meal aids in smooth¬ 
ing the proteins into place and building 
elasticity so strands won’t break from 
brittleness, and makes it easier for them to 
hold onto moisture. 

Protein-rich products range from 
shampoos to leave-in hair treatments and 
show up as keratin, collagen, flaxseed and 
soy-based additives, for example. Fatty 
oils can weigh fine hair down (therefore 
best to use overnight) but are generally 
well absorbed by coarser textures. 

CONDITIONING DESSERT (MOISTURE) 

Conditioner does for your hair 
what something sweet after dinner 
does for our craving — satisfies. 

Look for shea, jojoba, mango 


and coconut butters if you prefer natural 
ingredients to fight frizz, and if your hair 
can handle the weight, or glycerin and 
silicone complexes for smoothness and 
shine on finer textures. All types of hair 
will mellow out after a cool and creamy 
conditioner.

At-home teeth whitening kits are a frac¬ 
tion of the cost of what you would pay to 
see your dentist. Products are easy and 
safe to use so you don’t have to give up 
on your favourite vices. 

The effective agent in most whitening 
products is hydrogen peroxide (H202). It 
is also likely the most popular bathroom 
cabinet essential (you would recognize 
the brown bottle with white writing, 
right?) because it’s simply a combina¬ 
tion of water and oxygen, and extremely 
affordable. 

Hydrogen peroxide is one of the best 
germicidal agents for a household full of 
kids — when you used to fall off your 
bike and scrape your knee, your mom 
likely doused the bandage in H202 before 
sending you back outside, but these days 
you should consider hydrogen peroxide 
your ticket to whiter teeth. 

Choose a teeth-whitening product with 
controlled amounts of hydrogen peroxide 



on the label. Take your pick of kits, tooth¬ 
paste and mouthwash — they all have 
the right amount of hydrogen peroxide to 
whiten your teeth safely at home. 

The strongest whitening kits on store 
shelves have 14 per cent hydrogen 
peroxide. Whitening mouthwashes are 
often made effective by a combination of 
hydrogen peroxide and sodium hexameta- 
phosphate. An alternative to H202 is car¬ 


bamide peroxide, also found in whitening 
products, which is slower to oxidize and 
roughly one-third the strength of hydro¬ 
gen peroxide. It may be the better option 
for whitening highly sensitive teeth. 

As for maintaining your newly 
whitened teeth, think more so about how 
acidic your food is than its inherent col¬ 
our. Salt and vinegar chips for example, 
though extremely delicious, are highly

acidic and may contribute to the erosion 
of tooth enamel. Same goes for orange 
juice, citrus fruit and white wine, which is 
actually more likely than red wine to stain 
your teeth because it’s more acidic. Also, 
drink water after your morning espresso 
to rinse away the lingering crema, and 
keep a spare toothbrush in your bag for 
good measure.
